The largest of these counties is Litchfield, 
the north-western county, which has twen- 
ty-two towns, more than a sixth of the 
whole number in the state, and four more 
than any other county. Its shire towa, 
which has a delightful situation, is of the 
same name, and is the residence of the 
present governor, and other persons of 
distinction, Here, too, there has been in 
operation for a series of years the best 
law school in the United States. It was 
instituted in 1784, by the Hon. Tapping

From the time of its establish- 
ment to 1812, 474 students were instruct- 
ed in this seminary; but although the 
niost systematic of its kind in the Union, 
the institution receives but a moderate 
share of patronage.

From Majer Garden’s Biographical Sketches. 





Marion.—An anecdote is related of 
him, of the authenticity of which, many 
of his followers can still give testimony. 
—! name one of them, lieut. J. El. Ste- 
vens,of Mayham’s regiment, who was an 
eye witness of the occurrence. A Brit- 
ish officer was seut from the garrison at 
Georgetown (8.

We were preeeded by the mu- 
sic 3 and one of the chict’s horsemen, in 
the hope of commanding admiration, gal- 
loped off at full speed over the stones, 
and turned round and fired his match-lock 
in the air.
